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SAVING BIRDS BY FLOODLIGHTS 


By L. BRUCE MAYNE 


UMAN visitors to Flat Holm, the scrubby, 

H treeless island in the Bristol Channel 
some four miles from the Glamorgan 

coast and about six from the Somerset shore, 
are few But a variety of birds are attracted 
there, particularly during migration, when the 
lighthouse, situated at the southernmost point, 
acts rather like a magnet, drawing many birds 
to their death. Flying out of the darkness, hun 
dreds are maimed or killed annually by dashing 
themselves against the lantern and the building 
But Flat Holm, a refuge for many persons 

in centuries past, has now been made a safer 
place for the redwings, whitethroats, blackcaps, 
willow warblers, garden warblers, vellow Way 
tails, cormorants, shearwaters, blackbirds, fly 
catchers, skylarks and song thrushes, all of 
which have been observed on the island. Flood 
lights have been installed by the Mid-Somerset 
Naturalist Society in conjunction with the 


Royal Society for the Protection of Birds, These 


lights, which are arranged around the base of 
the lighthouse, illuminate it so that birds may 
see the structure and avoid flying into it 
experiments with electric floodlights have been 
carried out at Dungeness lighthouse by the 
R.S.P.B. with great success, but on Flat Ho!m 
where there is no electricity, paraffin pressure 
lamps are used. 

Administratively in Glamorgan, one sup 
poses, while its sister island Steep Holm is in 
Somerset, Flat Holm is owned by Trinity 
House, which maintains a typically spotless 
establishment consisting of lighthouse, fog-horn 
station and keepers’ quarters. Standing 150 ft 
above high water, the lighthouse shows a white 
beam visible for fourteen miles or more; but 
between certain bearings the light is_ red 
signifying dangerous rocks and shoals. When 
the lght alone is inadequate the fog-horn 
blares out its warning to all in the vicinity. It 
can be heard five or six miles away and must 
be deafening on the island itself. To their duty 
of safeguarding ships sailing the Bristol Channel 
the three lighthouse-keepers, who do an eight 
week tour of duty ‘aboard Flat Holm and 
then have four weeks’ leave ashore have 
added another. When migration is seen to be 
taking place they will, for a small honorarium 
tend the floodlights 

Eighty acres in extent, Flat Holm is unfit 
for cultivation, but its shelter has been sought

rhe identification of the architect is confirmed by a docu 
ment in Lord Mersey’s possession. This is the “Articles of 
Agreement’’ made in 1826 between Hawkins and “ Henry 
Harrison of Berkeley Square in the County of Middlesex, 
Architect and Surveyor,” from which it appears that ‘ John 
Hawkins intends to take down his present House situate in 
Bignor Park and to erect a Mansion or Dwelling House with 
suitable offices upon the site of the present House, agreeably 
to the Plans and Elevations already prepared by the said 
Henry Harrison,” who also “hath made an estimate of the 
whole of the Expense . . . and the same amounts to the sum 
of Eight thousand nine hundred pounds.”

Hawkins had owned Bignor for twenty years before he
